Held as Prize—Two 
Women Taken.

New York, October 4.—The captire 
of a rakish British siczmer with 11,000 
cases of whisky aboard, prohibition of- 
ficials today claimed to have caused 
the collapse of an Anglo-American 
banker-bootlegger alliance which in 
the past six months has flooded this 
part of the country with illicit liquor. 

As the result of a three-month in- 
vestigation, cosst guardsmen seized 
the 376-ton steamer Frederick B. and 
ker craw. of 20 men 15 miles off Mon- 
mouth Beach, N. J.. in which the 
federal officials call the first real test 
of the liquor treaty with Great 
Britain. 

Bankers in Montreal and New York 
and distillers and shipping men in 
Londcn and Halifax are said to be 
members of the international bootleg- 
ging ring which, the dry raiders said, 
has $10,000,000 behind ‘its operation 
of a four-ship fleet. 

Take Four Smaller Craft. 

In addition to the prize capture of 
the Britisher, four smaller craft— 
fleet motor boats that bring the liquor 
trom the rum fleet to the Long Isiand 
and New Jersey shores—were taken. 
The captures, which included a half 
hundred casés of whisky and 15 prig- 
oners, were made by the marine police, 

One lone police hoat, with lights 
out, got three of the little craft off the 
Rockaways single handed. The fourth 
was taken at Staten Island while her 
crew were unloading whisky on a dock. 

A novel ruse was employed by the 
federal agents to involve the crew of 
the Frederick B. in a test of the new 
treaty, which extends the ancient three- 
mile seizure limit to the distance of 
an hour's sailing.

for early destruction of cotton stalks, 
according to J. Phil Campbell, director 
of extension courses at the State Col- 
lege of Agriculture, who says that con- 
certed effort is being made everywhere 


to keep the weevils from going into 
hibernation. In past years only a few 
farmers have destroyed their cotton 
stalks early, he declares, but this year 
it will be on a community basis. 

“Boll weevils do not feed on any- 
thing except the green squares, small 
green bolls, bloom and tender buds 
and young leaves of cotton, and if 
these are killed before frost, weevils 
will starve to death,” says Director 
Campbell. ‘“‘Weevils that are . not 
killed before frost will hibernate and 
live throughout the winter without 
food. 

“Any of the methods of stalk de- 
struction are acceptable, the most 
common practice is to plow them up, 
rip them under, eut or graze with live 
stock, Plowing the stalks under ‘is 
the best method if the land is not too 
dry and bard, and if there is time to 
do this. Ripping up takes less time 
and is the practice most common. 

“Dune to the fact that weevils may 
fly several hundred yards in seeking 
shelter in the fall, and hunting food 
in the spring, stalk destruction should 
be put on as a community co-opera- 
tive movement where this is possible. 
If this is not done, a farmer who de- 
stroved his stalks may have his field 
infested from those of a neighbor, who 
neglected this operation.”

lings be reproduced for the benefit of 
'the realtors, property owners and 
jthe general public. It will be noted 
jthat the decisions were rendered in 
Oklahoma, Louisiana and Massachu- 
setis, widely varying portions of -the 
United States. The interesting docn- 
ments ahe reproduced in full as fol- 
lows: 

Negotiations Direct With Principal. 

A broker employed to sell a tract 
of real estate is entitled to his com- 
mission, if ,during the continuance 
of his agency, he is the efficient and 
procuring cause of the sale, though the 
actual sale is made by the owner of 
the land.—225 P. (Okla.) 965. 

The principal cannot discharge the 
broker pending negotiations by the 
latter with a prospective customer, in 
order to effect a sale to the latter 
himself, without being liable to 
iagent for his commission.—lId. 

As prospective purchaser with whom 
broker was negotiating had nothing to 
do with commissions to be paid by 
vendor, it was not in his power to 


terminate his relations with the broker 
just before consummation of the sale map.!

THE RADICAL’S BUNCOMBE. 
The Darling cartoon on the edi- 
torial page of Thursday’s Constitu- 
tion is worthy of serious study. 
First, he pictures a‘ hall crowded 
with a mob of voters applauding and 
Shouting approval at a demagogue 
politician of the radical type, who 
promises everything and is unable 
to deliver anything. And the car- 
toonist labels it, “‘When we see the 
crowds yelling theifiselves hoarse 
over pure buncombe and misinform- 


ation ’— 

And next, he contrasts the con- 
Structive statesman who honestly 
agrees to apply common sense eco- 
nomics to government, but who is 
talking to empty benches. The car- 
toonist thus labels it—‘‘And then 
witness the careful student of eco- 
nomics talking to empty seats.” 

The cartoon is very aptly entitled, 
“Sometimes we despair of common 

sense as a campaign slogan.” 

And we do! 

This very day Senator La Follette 
and his campaign speakers are 
shouting about lowering taxes. 

(Of course the taxes ought to be as 
low as practicable without impairing 
the services of government; and 
they ought to be equitably distrib- 
uted and honestly administered. 

Not only sa, but lower taxes 
should be made possible by the 
elimination of governmental extrav- 
agancieSs and mismanagement, and 
overlapping, and corruption—as to 
illustrate, the Fall and Forbes rec- 
ords—but by what standard can La 
Follette, in the presence of a record 
of his own accomplishments, go be- 
‘fore the people on such an issue? 

In Wisconsin, his home state and 
in which he is supposed to be a 
political czar, the per capita state, 
county and municipal taxes, com- 
bined, anrount to $46 a year—think 
of it! In Georgia the similar per 
capita combined tax amounts to

SUPREMACY OF LAW. 

Doubtless much of the crime re- 
ported daily throughout the coun- 
try results from a lack of compre- 
hension of the existence and char- 
acter of law, both moral and politi- 
cal, and of the harmful conse- 
quences of violation of these laws. 

This is certainly true to a great 
extent with the young who are con- 
spicuously prominent just now in 
the criminal records of the coun- 
try. Unrestrained and undisci- 
plined youth, with little knowledge 
of life and the importance of fair 
play, and with -moral sensibilities 
more or less undeveloped, cannot 
be expected to realize, first, the ac- 
tual and overmastering existence ot 
law, and, second, the fatal results 
which must inevitably follow its 
violation.

And not only the child but many 
grown people have very hazy ideas 
of either the existence of both 
moral and political Jaws. To such 
people \the laws—like many other 
things in the world—are not reali- 
ties and, therefore, the vfolations of 
law are not looked upon with ap- 
prehension. 

People who lack this restraining 
realization of the existence and the 
harmful effects of violation of law 
doubtless commit crimes under the 
impulse of passion, greed or other 
emotion, and do not realize the 
nature or consequences of their 
acts until it is too late. 

It therefore seems that a diffusion 
of knowledge, first, as to the actual 
and inescapable existence of law, 
and, second, as to the harmful and 
inevitable consequences of the vio- 
lation of law, is a matter of the 
most urgent importance. Five min- 
utes a day devoted to training the 
school children of the nation in the 
nature of the laws of the land, their 
importance, and the consequences 
«° their violation, might build up a 
respect for the law which does not 
now exist and thus help to reduce 
both our moral deficit and the stag- 
gering financial cost which crime 
has placed upon the nation. 


FRIENDLY TO MEXICO. 

The sixty or more members of 
the American industrial mission to 
Mexico have completed an unoffi- 
cial survey of the fesources and 
economic conditions in the neighbor 
republic to the south. Particularly 
were the investigations directed at 
Mexico’s political status, as the

investors of the United States who 
are even contemplating develop- 
ments in that country. 

The studies were most thorough, 
we are told, and with the party were 
several expert economists in mining, 
oil, agricultural, manufacturing and 
other lines of industry. The mis- 
sion had no prejudices to impair 
its usefulness. It represented no 
groups of interests, nor did it seek 
to disprovesor prove anything that 
has been alleged.

PARENT RESPONSIBILITY. 

The Constitution is in receipt of 
the following letter which strikes at 
a vital fact: 

“Editor Constitution: I am not de- 
fending the speedsters, but many chil- 
dren are run down by careful, expe- 
rienced drivers. For their sakes, along 
with your war on reckless drivers, 
please ask the parents of the children 
to try to keep them out of the streets. 
It is impossible to drive many blocks 
without passing children in the streets. 

“Cant the parents do lots to help 
situation?

“Atlanta, Ga., Oct. 4, 1924.” 

On many occasions have we re- 
monstrated with parents for permit- 
ting children to play in the streets 
of Atlanta, or on the suburban high- 
ways that lead‘into Atlanta. The 
traffic situation, even in sections far 
removed from-Five Points, or from 
the various community trading cen- 
ters, will not permit it in safety. And 
what-is not safe should be avoided. 

Several children have been run 
down in the past few days. Perhaps 
not one of them was ‘“‘playing”’ in 
a Street; perhaps they were all 
crossing at regular intersections 
when the accidents occurred; per- 
haps there is no parent responsibil- 
ity in any of the instances in 
question. But the fact is outstand- 
ing nevertheless that parents 
should not permit their children to 
play in the streets, or permit small 
children to ride bicycles or skate in 


the 


small children should under no con- 
dition be permitted to cross At- 
lanta’s more crowded streets with- 
out being attended by an older guid- 
ing hand. 

It is a thousand times saner to 
prevent a tragedy than to deplore a 
tragedy. 

This warning to parents does not 
in the slightest excuse reckless 
driving, or other violations of traf- 
fic ordinances, of minor or major 
natures. Traffic violations should 
be reduced by rigid enforcement, by 
the police depattment, of the traf- 
fic ordinances. They weic Je to 
he enforced, and much better thar 
they be repealed than to remain in 
ile city statutes without ~-..g en- 
forced. 

If a driver breaks one law with 
impunity he feels naturally that he 
has license to break another—and 
Shortly a serious accident results. 

Speeding, recklessness, intoxica- 
tion, shooting pell-mell by standing 
street cars discharging and taking-on 
passengers, whipping around the

Shall we wait until some distin- 
guished citizen is killed and then put 
on an enforcement ‘‘drive’? Or 
shall we drive all the time for the 
safety of Atlanta’s streets by vigi- 
lant law enforcement? 

In the meantime there must be 
cooperation on the part of pedes- 
trians. And on the part of parents 
as to the movements of their chil- 
dren. These are school days—and 
all the more reason why the foot- 
steps of children shall be properly 
directed. 

“Is there no place for children to 
ride and skate and play; no trail 
upon which they may travel in safe- 
ty; no bicycle paths upon which they 
may be immune from danger’’? 

An Atlanta mother asked The 
Constitution those questions. And 
they are significant. 

We fought, as will be recalled, for 
a great central park in Atlanta. We 
believe today that Atlanta made a 
serious mistake in not providing 
such a recreational and play-ground 
center for young and old.

There should be more provision for

In tke international Sunday schoo! 
lessons, the subject for today is given 
as the Sermon on the Mount, but the 
Bible text is confined to the Lord's 
Prayer as recorded in Matthew. 


As the prayer furnishes a sufficient 
theme for. today, I shall reserve for 
the last Sunday of the year comment 
on the remainder of the sermon. The 
whole discourse presents a moral code 
suggestive of New Year resolutions. 


_ Prayer is the key word of all relig- 
jon. 

It is the central thought of the Old 
‘Testament as well as of the New Dis- 
pensation, and it is one of the basic 
ordinances of all branches of the 
Christian church. 

Mohammed so deeply impressed 
upon his followers the practice of 
praying at regular hours that his fol- 
lowers are even more ceremonious in 
this respect than the average Chiris- 
. tian. ‘The call to prayer is sounded 


from all the minarets, and wherever | 


the Musselman may be—even when 
traveling in the desert—he_ kneels 
with kis face toward Mecca apy] 
raises hiS voice in the worship of 
Allah, 

Objectionable Prayers. 


That Christ gave to His disciples a 
form of prayer is significant. He 


constantly communed with God and | 


commended prayer. It is not strange, 
therefore, that He should suggest un 
acceptable form. 

The introduction would 
that Hlis purpose was to warn aguinst 
objectionable forms as well as _ to 
recommend a model prayer.” 

He begins with an_ indictment 
gainst the prayers of hypocrites— 
no one has condemned the hypovrites 
more severely than He. 

“And when thou prayest, thou shalt 
not°be as the hypocrites are: for they 
love to pray standing in the syna- 
gogues and inthe corners of the 
streets, that they may be seen of men. 
Verily I say unto you, They have re- 
ceived their reward. 

“But thou, when thou _ prayest, 
enter inte thy closet, and when thou 
hast shut thy door, pray to thy 
Father which is in secret, and thy 
Father which seeth in secret shall re- 
ward thee openly.” 

Ile then ‘condemns for another 
reason, the practice on the Gentiles: 

“But when ye pray use not vain 
repetitions, as the heathen do: for 
they think that they shall be heard 
for their much apeaking.”’ 

The Dutg of Prayer. 

The hypocrites were vain and insin- 
cere; they were worse than the Gen- 
tiles, who relied upon quantity rather 
than quality. In the next verse, there 
is a comforting assurance: “For vour 
Father knoweth what things ye have 
need of, before ye ask Him.” 

The fact that our needs are known 
does not relieve us from the duty of 
prayer. The petitions of a child are 
not undesirable merely because thev 
are unnecessary: Jesus has compared 
the Heavenly Father with earthly 
parents: 

“If ve then, being evil, krow how to 
give gifts unto your children: how 
much more shall your 
Father give the Holy Spirit to them 
that ask Him?’ 

So we may without impropriety 
measure the Heavenly Father's inter-

The effect was astonishing and in 
many cases positively ludicrous. And 
because the women whose figures 
were well suited to the shawls did not 
hesitate to smile behind their fans and 
make facetious remarks about their 
sisters whose figures were never in- 
tended for any such style of dress, 
there was no end of trouble. 


O make matters worse it became 

fashionable to give Spanish 
Shawl dances and to offer prizes for 
the women who wore their shawls to 
the best advantage. 

These affairs brought some sur- 
prising revelations. Countless society 
women of wealth, refinement and 
education, whose travels are supposed 
to have taken them frequently to 
Spain, showed the most abysmal and 
amusing ignorance of the way shawls 
are worn in the country of their 
origin, 

A great many debutantes and 
young matrons and even several dow- 
agers of the graying haired stage ap- 
peared wearing their shawls draped 
over one shoulder and the other shoul- 
der completely bare. 

This was an innovation to make 
native Spaniards and others familiar 
with Spanish life first gasp and then 
shake their sides in amusement, As 


everybody who has ever lived in 
Spain for any length of time or has 
read much about the country should 
now, the well-bred Spanish woman 
would no more wear her shaw! in this 
manner than she would walk into a 
fashionable drawing room clad only in 
her pajamas or her lacy nightgown. 

But this was not the only ludicrous 
mistake English society women made 
in trying to make themselves look like 
typical Spanish “beauties. A great 
many of them combined in their cos- 
tumes the shawl and the mantilla— 
another thing that no native of Spain 
would ‘think of doing. 

Members of the Spanish embassy 
and others familiar wtih the life of 
Spain had a great deal of amusement 
when they saw the costumes entered 
in competition for the prizes. But of 
course they were too well bred to let 
any of the English society women 
know how far they had mfssed the 
Spanish style of wearing the shawl.

“those prize winners wear their 
shawls just like any other old shawls.”’ 

And this was the truth. The prizes 
at nearly all these Spanish shawl balls 
and pageants went to beauties who 
had the intetligence and good taste to 
wear their shawls in plain, undistort- 
ed fashion across both shoulders and 
without trying to combine them with 
mantillas. That’s just the way ‘they 
are worn in Spain. 

The truth about the Spanish shawls 
and their unsuitability for many types 
of women was, however, something a 
great majority of the society women 
could not or would not see. They con- 
tinued to wear their shawls to. the 
balls and pageants and to be more and 
more disgruntled when other women, 
better fitted for such costumes, walk- 
ed off with the prizes. These affairs 
presented curious spectacles. While 
a few women looked very charming 
indeed in the shawls and high combs 
of picturesque Spain, many of the 
others were sights to behold.

HE former Alice Roosevelt, now 
Mrs. Nicholas Longworth, wife 
of the congressman from 
Ohio, is reported to have be- 
gun work in earnest on her 

long expected memoirs, and the more 

this rumor gains belief the more keyed 
up everybody is getting about it. 

That large section of the public 
which enjoys being taken behind the 
scenes and shown intimate details of a 
life that is ordinarily hidden very large- 
ly from its view is eagerly anticipatng 
the gossipy revelations which Alice 
Roosevelt Longworth can so easily 
make of Washington social and politi- 
cal life. 

Nobody is better fitted to lay bare 
the soul of Washington than the late 
ex-President Roosevelt’s daughter. And 
as she is expected to bring to her task 
all the literary ‘“‘punch” and frankness 
for which her distinguished father was 
famous, whatever she sets down in her 
forthcoming book or series of news- 
paper or magazine articles is certain to 
make some mighty snappy reading. 
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It is precisely for these reasons that 
members of W ashington society, offi- 
cials of the government and even some 
members of the foreign embassies are 
viewing the appearance of Mrs. Long- 
worth’s memoirs with such great ap- 
prehension, 

How much will she dare tell—about 
their foibles, about their secret ambi- 
tions, about scandals which they hoped 
long since buried past recall? 

That is the question which hundreds 
of prominent Washingtonians are ask- 
ing one another with anxious faces 
since they heard that Alice Roosevelt 
Lengworth is closeting herself with a 
secretary for long hours every day to 
prepare her memoirs for publication. 

Of course, those memoirs must deal 
largely with Washington, for the 

r part of her life has been lived 
there. Her marriage to Congressman 
Longworth enabled her to continue a 
Washingtonian and one of the~keenest 
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Miss Natalie Ham- 
mond, a belle of Wash- 
ington’ $ younger smart 

set whose gay life Mrs. 
Longworth will probably 
compare with that of her 
own lively debutante days 


observers of its life even after her fa- 
ther’s retirement from the presidency. 


It is doubtful if there is any living 


person, either man or woman, who 


knows the inside story of Washington 


life, both social and political, for the 
last twenty years as thoroughly as Mrs. 
Longworth. If they were to tell the 
truth the most prominent society ma- 
trons would have to admit that she had 
facts where they have only rumors and 
gossip; gray-bearded senators and 
other masters of statecraft would be 
forced to acknowledge that she has 
been to the bottom of countless politi- 
cal problems, while they only skimmed 
the surface of them. 

There is no doubt about the vastness 
and the accuracy of the former Alice 
Roosevelt’s first-hand knowledge of 
Washington life, but how much of it 
will she dare to share with the public? 
That is the question. 

To what lengths will she go in her 
Will she be 
frank and impartial or will certain 
figures be shielded from exposure and 
certain others exposed to the full glare 
of a perhaps painful publicity?

Select a good-sized cork. Drive 
a needle into it point first, then 
pull it out and force it in the hole 
just made, forcing the eye first.

This can be doné by binding 
pieces of lead or other weight to the 
cork with a rubber band. Care 
should be exercised in assembling 
the dart. The placing of the needle 
and feathers off center or not prop- 
eriy balancing the weights opposite 
each other on the cork will turn the 
dart out of the desired direction 
when thrown.

| Put a littl glue on the inner 
‘Sides of one end (for about an

four turns of silk thread. 


Next take the one-inch stick of

velope flap or three layers of a 
|Strip of glue-ey paper around it 
tightly. As the roll drys to the

The) 
rudder stick is allowed to remain 
in the paper-form until it dries in 
the motor base, in order that the 
binding and gluing will not crush in 
the paper-form sides and destroy its 
usefulness. 

Dry thoroughly for at least 20 
minutes. 

May or May Not Glue. 

Next put the one-inch bamboo 
Strip between the ten-inch Strips at 
the five-inch mark. Some Miniature 
Aircraft Fliers prefer not to glue in 
this spreader-bar, so they can take 
it out after they are through flying 
the plane; this helps the bamboo to 
remain -springy longer, they Say.
